No  tidings 
of  the  two  Boston  vessels  were  received 
in  this  dty  till  recently,  when  Capt. 
Brewer  of  Blddeford,  Me.,  of  the  bulk 
Mnrathon  of  New  York,  retarding  from 
a  voyage  round  the  world,  brought  back 
a  terrible  story  in  regard  to  them.

But  this  most  touching  cry  would  be 
of  no  use  if  it  did  not  stand  through  all 
the  time  to  come  at  once  ns  a  safeguard 
and  au  inspiration  ;  safeguard  against 
some  things  thut  prevent  us  from  grow¬ 
ing  old  together,  aud  an  inspiration  to 
some  that  help  us.  It  was  a  natural  long¬ 
ing  just  then  voicing  itself  out  of  their 
hearts.  They  felt  sure  they  had  been 
made  for  each  other,  and  while  they  knew 
that  time  must  torn  the  raven  to  white, 
furrow  the  brow,  blench  the  bloom,  bend 
them  down  with  its  burdens,  and  touch 
all  their  faculties  with  its  wintry  frosts,

if  they  should  live,  still  they  wanted  the 
good  God  to  deal  them  out  au  even  meas¬ 
ure,  together.  This  seems  to  me  to  be 
the  binding  word, — together  then  as  now, 
in  the  autumn  as  iu  the  spring,  in  taking 
as  in  giving,  until  the  silver  chord  was 
loosed  and  they  were  borne  away  not  far 
apart  to  the  life  to  come. 

But  looking  first  at  the  most  outward 
thing  ol  all,  there  was  danger,  if  they  did 
not  take  care,  that  their  prayer  would  not 
and  could  not  be  auswered.

then  long  before  their  silver  weddiDg  he 
might  be  in  his  grave  or  be  fit  for  very 
little  out  of  it,  an  old  man  in  mid-age, 
feeling  the  warning  finger  of  paralysis  in 
bis  shoulder,  or  the  bolt  of  inflammatory 
rheumatism  iu  hi»  marrow,  a  broken  man 
that  she  has  to  core  for  like  a  fretfui 
child. 

Or,  if  Bhe»,  poor  woman,  is  beginning 
this  wedded  life  as  so  many  of  our  girls 
do,  without  the  sturdy  (womanhood  of 
the  open  air,  with  a  bloom  on  her  bless¬ 
ed  face  like  that  you  see  on  the  blossom 
in  a  bet-house,  while  be  has  the  strong 
vitality  in  him  of  the  hills,  by  the  time 
she  has  borno  those  six  sons  she  had,  she 
rill  have  aged  two  years  for  bis  one.  I 
know,  if  be  has  a  man's  heart  in  his  breast 
be  will  love  her  and  cherish  her  all  the 
more  for  her  lost  beanty  and  broken 
health,  and  some  blessings  maybe  found 
in  the  altered  relation  wbiob  might  never 


(lien  they  see  tho  other  oeenu  and  reach 
it  together  ;  and  so  their  journey  ends. 
But  through  the  shadow  and  shine  they 
keep  together  ;  they  allow  no  disaster  to 
divide  them,  and  no  third  persou,  not 
evou  tho  mother-in-law  to  interfere. 

Sydney  Smith  eays  :  “Marriage  resem¬ 
bles  a  pair  of  shears,  so  joined  that  they 
cannot  be  separated,  moving  often  in  op¬ 
posite  directions,  but  always  punishing 
any  one  tlmt  comes  between  them.”  The 
remark  is  as  wise  as  it  is  witty,  and  he 
might  huve  added  :  “Put  the  shearR 
osupder,  and  then  all  you  have  left  is 
two  poor  daggers.  "  So  it  is  possible 
thut  we  uiuy  grow  gray  as  we  flud  eucli 
other  out,  and  wonder  why  wo  never  saw 
that  trait  before  or  struck  that  temper  ; 
but  if  there  is  this  true  heart  between  us 
thut  keeps  the  rivet  iu  its  place,  the  years 
will  be  sure  ts  bring  uew  reasons  for  a 
more  perfect  union,  and  thb  sweet  Scotch 
ballad  will  be  a  psalm  of  life  :

Now  this  is  a  prayer  we  can  all  put  up 
to  God  ou  our  wedding  day,  or,  if  we 
will,  on  any  day  aud  every  day  after, 
and  find  the  spirit  of  the  answer  in  the 
spirit  of  the  cry.  Ia  there  danger  that 
we  Bhall  make  it  impossible  for  Heaven 
to  hear  us  iu  the  tale  of  the  years  because 
we  are  using  them  ap  as  the  prodigal 
used  up  his  fortune  ?  We  can  guard 
agaiust  that.  Is  there  danger  that  while 
we  may  grow  old  together  in  years  there 
may  be  such  a  growing  difference  of  spir¬ 
it  and  purpose  that  at  three- scoie-and-  ten 
we  may  merely  be  two  old  people  who 
may  fiud  each  other  ont,  but  only  to  find 
it  is  all  a  mistake  ?  We  can  guard  against 
that.  For  where  this  safe-guard  to  our 
inner  life,  and  for  that  matter  outer  life 
also,  is  needed,  the  answer  to  our  prayer 
comes  iu  the  true  asking.  No  man  and 
woman  ever  cried  oat  to  God  with  their 
whole  heart  fervently  :  “Mercifully  or¬ 
dain  that  we  may  grow  old  together," 
who  did  not  find  well  springs  in  their 
dryest  desert,  gleams  of  sunshine  steal¬ 
ing  into  their  darkest  shadows,  an  arm 
of  power  for  their  most  appalling  steeps, 
and  sunffiy  resting-places  all  the  way. —
